The houonrable member for this district 
has been requested to re.sign the position 
of trust which he holds in the name of the 
district, and which he has condescended to 
use on a few occasions, but always so as to 
show his want of fitness for the office, and 
nearly always against the interests of the 
people who returned him. He has biiuded 
his eyes and deafened his ears to whal 
all men can see and hear but himself. 
Hitherto neither a sense of pride, norshame, 
nor honour, nor a common seiiss of self- 
respect, has inclined him to heed the indig 
nant voice of a betrayed and a disappointed 
people. With feline tenacity he sticks on 
to the tenement of office, leaves the voting 
tenants to fight out the battle of lesigna- 
tious, and looks on with cool indifference 
as to the result. Some men when placed 
suddenly in positions of trust become sober, 
thoughtful ; — as soon as the new duties 
and difficulties are accepted, they rise to 
meet them ; when alone with the responsi- 
bilities of official life befoi’e them, they 
oonie up to the level of all the demands 
made upon them, and more than justify 
the expectations of their friends, and dis- 
a])point the predictions of their enemies, 
New Zealand can proudly point to many 
instances of this sort in various civil 
and political circles. There are others 
again who, when liononr and office are 
within their reach, accept them and the 
j obligations they impose ; but who, when 
] it fairly comes out that they are unequal 
to the new position, — that their official rela- 
tion to the public only provokes the minh, 
the derision, the pity, and the contempt of 
those with wlioni they act, and every mes- 
sage from those they seek to servo only 
conveys sliame and indignation at a be- 
j trayed confidence, — have at least the manli- 
ness to retire into the private life whence 
they came. But Mr Hickey belongs to 
neither class. Indeed, it would bo iuipos- 
sible to classify liitii. He has neither the 
capacity to serve the public himself, nor 
the courage to give place to one that has. 
He affects to be unconscious of his own defi- 
eiouoy when both gods and men proclaim 
it ; and his constituents arc left to the 
poor gratification of knowing that the inca- 
pacity which unfits him for useful service 
also imlits him for doing much mischief. 
Mr Hickey, to do him justice, g ive one 
good vote in tlie Council : he lifted his ! 
voice against the honorarium. Bat he 
must liave done this unwittingly and bv 
surprise, for lie afterwards repented of 
it, and took the first opportunity of sliow- 
iiig the sincerity of his regiet. He scorned 
the extravagant sum of tiveiity sliillings a 
day, and voted the services of the Council 
honorary. Ia another part of the .same 
session, he modestly aerepted the iiisignifi- 
I eant sum of nineteen shillings and eleven 
pence three farthings instead. Had the 
honourable member boldly adhered to bis 
vote against a lavish expenditure, it may 
j bo doubted whether he would so soon have 
been pressed to resign ; hut it is certain 
I that had the payment clause been jmt 
I down, he would iiave seen liis way clear to 
I a resignation without difllculty and witli- 
I out delay. We do not set it down to the 
! gentleman as a fault that he lias not given 
I a brilliant representation of the district in 
! the Council at Dunedin. That high service

Mr 
Thomson is violl known throughout the Pro- 
vince, and I imagine that as regards the 
knowledge requisite for a handicapper to pos- 
sess, it would be difficult to find a gentleman 
more suitable. I am not aware whether Mr 
Thomson would accept such an appointment ; 
but there can be very little doubt that the pro- 
posed arrangement would, if carried out, 
give general. satisfaction. 

I am glad to see that the Club intend to 
take action with a view to securing that the 
Course shall be vestwl in them. This is a 
step in the right direction. Should the en- 
deavour prove successful, — and that may be 
said to be as good as certain, — the Club, 1 
presume, will go in for improving the course, 
— probably, also, for fencing it in. In the 
latter case, they would be enabled to lease 
tlie block in paddocks for the major portion 
of the year, by which meiina a considerable 
revenue would be obtained. Besides, tlicy 
would then be able to make a charge for ad- 
mission, — for equestrians and caniages, at 
any rate.
